Wilmington to 
receive Sewer 
Relief Funds 

Representative James R. Miceli 
has announced that the Town of 
Wilmington has been awarded a 
$203,055 grant from the 
Commonwealth Sewer Rate Relief 
Fund. The grant is part of a block 
grant of $46,390,000 that was 
appropriated in the Fiscal Year 
1997 budget. 

The Commonwealth Sewer Rate 
Relief Fund was established by the 
Governor and the Legislature to 
help mitigate sewer rate increases 
due to debt service obligations for 
sewer construction projects. The 
Division of Local Services in 
conjunction with the Department of 
Environmental Protection 
administers the program to the 
municipalities within the 
Commonwealth. 

“We must continue to work 
diligently to make sewer rates more 
bearable for our citizens,” said Rep. 
Miceli.

in the Tavern 


Cop caught 


Dear Larz:

In a sense it was an historical 
Christmas Party, at the Harnden 
Tavern in Wilmington on 
December 7. About 80 historically 
minded persons from Wilmington 
and Tewksbury were present. 

The Harnden Tavern is the only 
building in Wilmington to be 
historically certified by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
At the comer of Salem Street and 
the Andover Road it is a few 
hundred feet,westerly of the site 
where the Winchester Hospital 
Family Medical Center is located. 
It became the home of Joshua and 
Sarah Cornell Harnden after that 
couple married in 1765. 

The Tavern’ was probably 
constructed by members of the 
Jones family of Andover Road. 
Two of the carpenters are reported 
to have been black, probably 
imported from the Island of 
Jamaica in 1723 by Samuel 
Dummer, a man whd was the 
brother of the Governor of 
Massachusetts. 

Samuel Dummer was named 
Sheriff of Middlesex County by his 
brother, and presided at the first 
town meeting in Wilmington, 
Tewksbury and Methuen, and 
named all three towns. 

Joshua Harnden, the person. for 
whom the building seems to have 
been constructed was a brother of 
John Harnden, he who was 
licutenant of the Wilmington 
Minutemen on Lexington Day. 
John shortly became captain, when 
Capt. Cadwallader Ford of the 
Minutemen became a messenger, 
one of several who were replacing 
Paul Revere, after the Battle of 
Lexington. 

Joshua, on Lexington Day was a 
sergeant in the Wilmington 
Company of Militia. That company 
marched from the Walker House 


Wilmington’s bid to join the 
Cape Ann League was rejected by 
other members of that school 
conference in a recent meeting. 

The High School renovation 
project which had already extended 
beyond two completion dates was 
expected to be complete by 
January. 

Victoria I. deGaravilla of 
Woburn Street, an early childhood 
education major. at Springfield 
College was completing a study 
teaching internship at Blueberry 
Hill Elementary School in 


i 
Tony of Cedar Street, 


was pictured with his newly 
published book, “Beyond 


‘on Shawsheen Avenue to Bedford. 
The house was constructed about 
1735, by Capt. Samuel Walker of 
Woburn, a person who was 
prominent in the early days of 
Wilmington. It later became the 
Alden Eames home and was 
destroyed by fire in 1951, caused 
by allowing a grass fire get too 
near the home. 

Joshua continued to serve in the 
Militia, and was promoted to 
Colonel about the time he became a 
selectman of Wilmington in 1781. 

At that time the laws of the 
Commonwealth called for every 
town to have a hotel, or such, to 
care for travelers. Selectman 
Joshua kept a fire burning all night 
long in the fireplace, to advertise 
to a stranger that he would be 
welcomed. 

Of interest to this writer and 
others at the party were Indian 
artifacts, arrowheads, weapons and 
tools which this writer had 
collected when the ground was 
broken for the school on 
Wildwood Street, some years ago. 
The Harnden Tavern cares for 
them and has set up a display. They 
are on loan to the Tavern. 

Many types of artifacts are in that 
display, all property of this writer. 
The school, named for Wildwood 
Street, had been erected on Buck's 
Hill. It was this writer's belief that 
the school should have been named 
Buck's Hill School. 

But in a meeting at that time a 
school committee member 
proposed the school should be 
named after President Kennedy. 
Another member countered with 
the idea it should be named after 
the street on which it was being 
constructed. 

But Buck's Hill School could 
have been a good proper name. 


On December 4, 1996, a 
Tewksbury patrolman in license 
8722 at 9 a.m. was in Lil’ Peach to 
buy lottery tickets.

Town Forest is conservation land 


Dear Larz: 

With respect to the proposed 
change of the Town Forest to a golf 
course, there have been reports to 
the effect that the Town 
Forest,which is presently 
conservation land and therefore 
subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Conservation Commission, could be 
removed from the Conservation 
Commission's jurisdiction by a vote 
of Town Meeting. The public 
should be advised that the 
Conservation Commission under- 
stands the law, three affirmative 
votes are required to change the use 
of the Town Forest: Conservation 
Commission (majority vote 
required), Town Meeting (2/3 vote 
required), and the State Legislature 
(2/3 vote required). Without the 
agreement of each body, changing 
the Town Forest from conservation 
land to a golf course is not possible.

Watch out for hypothermia 

The cold weather is rapidly 
approaching. With it will come 
many cases of hypothermia among 
the elderly. An older person 
should be aware of how harmful 
low temperatures can be to 
them.More than 2.5 million older 
Americans are at risk of 
hypothermia. This is a serious 
medical condition that could result 
in death if not treated in time. 
When the body temperature drops” 
below 90, hypothermia sets in. The 
cause is exposure to the cold. It 
does not necessarily have to be 
intense cold for the elderly body 
temperature to drop. Most of the 
incidence of hypothermia in the 
elderiy is brought on by exposure 
to indoor cold. Do not drop your 
thermostat below 70 degrees to 
save fuel, while in the house. Dress 
warmer if you feel cold at this 
temperature. Hypothermia can be 
taking effect in an elder's body 
without them knowing it. You may 
feel cold, start to feel drowsy, 
appear dizzy, sometimes may be 
nauseated; call your doctor, you 
may have hypothermia. When 


going out of the house you have to 
be careful of the cold also. Wear 
hats, gloves and scarves. Keep 
clothes dry, wear layers of clothes 
when it is very cold. If you drink 
liquor or are taking prescription 
drugs, are ill or disabled, not 
active, you are in danger of getting 
hypothermia.

Coach of the Year: Bob Almeida

After finishing with its best 
season in over 12 years, first year 
head coach Bob Almeida said he 

was very happy with the 9-2 

season, but he is not satisfied, yet. 
“We are going to keep shooting 

higher,” Almeida said. “You can 

* really never predict where your 

team is going to finish. But as 

long as we consistently are among 
the top three or four teams in the 
league every year, then our given 

« year will come and we will win the 
Super Bowl. When we do that, I'll 

| be satisfied ... for a little while, 

- until we win another one.” 

From this past spring, what 
could have been a disaster, quickly 
turned into a program that was 
dedicated, organized and deter- 

+ mined to win, win and win. And 

« that they did. 

“If we had beaten Tewksbury 
and finished 10-1, then that would 

~ have been the ultimate,” Almeida 

+ said. 

Just the thought alone of Wil- 
mington competing with the two- 

~ time MVC Champs and this year’s 

* Division 11 Super Bow! Champs 
should say enough about the team’s 

* character and the coaching staff's 
readiness to take on the upper 
echelon team in one of the state’s 

+ best football divisions. But, beat- 
ing them through three-and-a-half 
quarters? 

“That game was like a two-edge 
sword,” said Almeida about the 
17-14 loss. “On one side, I could 
say that it was a fantastic game and 

- how proud I was of every kid. It 
was a big step for our program 
that game proved that we could 
compete with any team. 

“But on the other side, being so 
close to beating them really hurts. 
I'm not taking anything away from 
them because they made the plays, 
but I thought we deserved to win, 
too. Our kids responded so well. 
Matt Haskamp believes we just 
wore down - maybe that’s true , I 
don’t know. But, I was so proud 
of the kids that day - it killed me to 
see their faces after the game - 
their faces showed that they gave 
everything they had and they came 
up a little short,” Almeida con- 
tinued.

“ kids weren't intimidated at all. We 
started the game by stuffing them 
and driving down the field 85 
yards. The results weren't what 
we wanted them to be, but these

" School. He said when he jumped at

Pat O’Toole is 
a perfect example - his dedication 
to weight training helped out a lot,

Dig out the buckskins and black 
powder. Primitive firearms season is 
about to begin. This year’s season 
begins on December 16th andends on 
the 18th. This is the final chance of the 
1996 Massachusetts deer season to 
fill the freezer. Break out the 
muzzleloader and hunt the way of the 
first settlers. 

Muzzleloaders provide the hunter 
witha whole realm of new challenges. 
Unlike most centerfire rifles, the 
muzzleloader is a one shot deal, has 
limited range, and demands practiced 
hunting skills. The weather is also a 
considerable factor. Care must be 
taken to make sure your equipment is 
kept dry and clean. 

Use of the muzzleloader can be 
traced back 350 years in America. 
Our forefathers used muzzieloading 
rifles and shotguns to take every 
American game species, including 
Grizzly Bear, Elk, and Wild turkey. 
Stepping into the woods with a primi- 
tive firearm is stepping into our heri- 
tage. 

Primitive firearm hunters adhere 
tothe One-Shot-Philosophy. The foun- 
dation of this philosophy is shot place- 
ment. Itis important to understand the 
limited range and impact energy of a 
slow moving round. The muzzleloader 
ensures the shot taken is the cleanest 
possible. Even the best trained 
muzzleloader takes 12 seconds to re- 
load. By that time most game is well 
off in the woods. 

Along with the greater challenges 
of hunting witha muzzleloader comes

the greater rewards. Muzzleloading is 
labor intensive. Between the sighting 
in of the rifle, cleaning, and the extra 
caution when in foul weather, you've 
done a days work and haven'teven set 
a foot in the woods. But there are 
many rewards, less hunting pressure 
from other hunters, greater shooting 
challenge, and the satisfaction of prac- 
ticing an ancient hunting method. 

Primitive firearms hunting also has 
two schools of thought. The first is the 
rugged traditionalist. The traditional- 
ist will only use true primitive fire- 
arms, the flintlock or caplock with a 
lead ball. The modernist uses an in-line 
ignition system with conical bullets. 
The stocks on the in-line guns come 
with high-tech composite materials 
and stainless steel components. 

The traditionalist believes, one 
must remain true to the heritage of the 
primitive firearm, using only the cle- 
ments our forefathers used. For them, 
the basics are the root of the primitive 
firearms hunt. The modernist wants 
more accuracy and surer ignition dur- 
ing firing. There is no right or wrong; 
it is a matter of preference. 

Before opening day, check the 
muzzleloader for proper sighting. 
Depending on the caliber of gun and 
the type of projectile used, sighting 
the muzzle loader is a trial and error 
process. First, set the sights on the 
gun, and second, is find a matched 
projectile and powder combination 
that gives you a consistent group out 
to 50 yards. 

Ideally, the average muzzleloader 
should limit shots to 75 yards. A 175

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grain lead ball starts losing most of 
their killing energy after 50 yards. At 
100 yards it retains 467 foot pounds. 
A 370 grain conical projectile in a 50 
caliber round still retains 865 foot 
pounds of energy at 100 yards. Con- 
ventional wisdom says 500 foot 
pounds is considered the minimum 
stopping power for large game like 
the Whitetail deer. 

If you have never experienced 
primitive firearm hunting, here are 
some basic considerations. Accord- 
ing to Bob Bryant a manufacturer 
representative for Thompson / Center 
Arms Company, the basic cost is about 
$350.00 for gun and accessories. 
Know your state regulations. They are 
different in most every state. “The key 
is consistent round and powder loads 
for the best accuracy and performance 
from your muzzleloader,” said Bryant 

Before you buy, falk with your 
local gun shop and get some insight 
on the different makes and models of 
muzzleloaders. Youcan save yourself 
some money buying aused gun. Black 
powder shooting is lots of fun but 


requires an extra measure of safety. 
‘Since you load from the muzzle down, 
you must always keep in mind the 
correct loading procedure for the type 
of gun you are using. 

In Massachusetts, the following 
regulations are in effect for primitive 
firearms season. Weapon must be 
pre-1865 design or facsimile, smooth- 
bore or rifled caplock or flintlock. The 
muzzleloader must be at least a 44 
caliber and not larger than .775 cali- 
ber. Only one barrel can be operative 
and scopes are not allowed. You must 
purchase a primitive firearms stamp 
at a cost of $5.10 to hunt during the 
Primitive firearms season. You can 
take deer of either sex except in zones 
02 and 04 North. For further informa- 
tion see the 1996 Massachusetts wild- 
life abstracts orcall the Department of 
Fisheries & Wildlife at 617-727-3151
